This cyclopedia has beer prepared for school purposes and 
differs widely from those in present use. The subjects have 
been very closely selected, a great number of those common 
to eyelopedias being omitted and others having more value to 
pupils inserted. The lines of inclusion are, however, quite in- 
consistent and the information under any group (e. g. biog- 
raphy) uneven in quantity and value. The articles are fairly 
comprehensive, are freshly written from the pupil’s view- 
point and have none of the dryness and condensation that 
usually characterize them. Analytical and synthetical indexes 
are provided and a list of books for home reading (1lp.) The 
illustrations have also been chosen with regard to school needs, 
and largely represent objects, industries, activities, ete. that 
are the subjects of class work. The plates, some colored, are 
usually good; the text illustrations are good in subject but 
poor in reproduction.
